REASONS FOR COW 'T ES T IN G 


Enables Farmer to Discard Animals 
Not Paying for Board— It Is 
Plain Common 8ense. 


Paris, April 21.—“Many of us, sol­ 
diers and officers,” says an officer 
.w ho has been at the front since the 
i beginning of the war, “have faith in 
a mysterious power analogous to an­ 
tique fatality which disposes of our 
sort. 
Those that it favors we say are 
‘in luck.’ 
The greatest imprudence 
does not affect their invulnerability. 
Others seem fated to sacrifice; if they 
escape from a pitched battle, a spent 
ball or fragment of shell will get them 
the following day, miles behind the 
trenches,while they are in apparent 
security. 
“This instinctive belief brings a cer­ 
tain tranquility, not only to those who 
think they are ‘in luck,’ but to those 
also who are in doubt whether they 
possess a lucky star. ‘No one escapes 
his fate,’ they say. 
i f one is slated 
for death, what’s the good of taking 
precautions; the bullet that’s intend­ 
ed for me will find me.’ 
“Certain cases seem to bear out this j 
superstition. One of them was related 
by an officer of the general staff, tall, 
cool, almost as phlegmatic as an Eng­ 
lishman behind his eyeglasses, and so 
careful to e x a g g e ra te nothing that he 
seems to contempla’e 1 he most tragic 
events with the w*rong end of his sp y ­ 
glass.

Two Hundred and Forty Pounds of 
Butterfat Should Be Produced 
in Year From Animal. 


A good dairy animal should pro­ 
duce 240 pounds of butterfat a year. 
if she produces a milk testing five 
per cent fat her production of milk 
must be 5,000 pounds. 
If the milk is 
four per cent it is equivalent to 6,000 
pounds and if three per cent to 8,000 
pounds. 
If the cow is dry six w*eeks out of 
the year her daily average of butter­ 
fat will be about three-fourths of a 
pound. 
If the herd can be made to average 
this amount daily it is an excellent 
record to maintain. 
There are herds 
that will average more than this, but 
they are few and far between.

bullets 
and 
local 
starvation 
and 
threatening to wipe the valorous lit 
tie nation off the face of the earth. 
It threatens more than that; for ty­ 
phus is one of 
the 
fiercest of the 
whole menagerie of plagues, with 60 
per cent mortality and 
a facility in 
spreading that 
mocks 
all 
but the 
most drastic methods. 
It is one of 
the “filth diseases." Patients require 
complete 
isolation, 
cleanliness 
of 
body, of clothing, of food and shelter, 
tho last w’ord in 
antiseptic precau­ 
tion. 
A whole country must 
be cleaned 
up, burnt, carbolized 
and fumigated. 
A whole nation, with cleanliness ren­ 
dered 
impossible 
by 
poverty 
and 
sickness, must 
he 
bathed, 
freshly 
clothed and housed, and dosed and 
nursed into health again. 
This is not only for the sake of 
Serbia. It is for the sake of Europe,
